shout loudest in McCarthy’s 
train. 

Firearms are not allowed in 
the Capitol of a free country.

Ugly 


They did. It was not a pretty 
or a reassuring thing to see or 
read about. 

But it was enormously signifi- 
cant and revealing. It indicated 
the way the McCarthy petition 
guard of honor was thinking...

The Communist revolution of 
1917 was never a success until 
they sent armed men into the 
capitol building at Petrograd 
and took over the assembly 
room where the elected repre- 
sentatives met. That was in Jan- 
uary, 1918. No official elected 
in a free casting of ballots has 
sat there since. 

Mussolini took over Rome, and 
the government, by sending his 
blackshirt guards into the city 
and taking over the administra- 
tive buildings. 

In South and Central American 
countries there are men at the 
heads of governments who got 
there by armed force. 

We didn’t really need this lit- 
tle exhibition to know how the 
ex-military men behind McCar- 
thy feel about things. 

Sen. William Fulbright of Ar- 
kansas did the nation a service 
by standing on the floor of the 
Senate and reading some of his 
pro-McCarthy mail. It was vile, 
vulgar and vicious. Some of it 
was so filled with such profane 
dirt he could not read it. But he 
read enough to reveal what al- 
ready was obvious,.that many 
neurotic, crazed, distorted, vio- 
lent minds are behind McCar- 
thy. 


Women 


His kind attract the psychotic. 
It is interesting to watch one of 
his groups and see the women 
present. Almost without excep- 
tion they are middle-aged or 
past, shrilling and acting like 
bobby-soxers before Eddie Fish- 
er or Sinatra; their faces red, 
their odies trembling in a vi- 
carious sort of ecstacy. They 
are sisters to those whom Dick- 
ens so well described in “Tale 
of Two Cities,’’ sitting before the 
guillotine shrilling and cheering. 

McCarthy is censured by his 
fellow senators because of his 
own language and abuse. Note 
well that McCarthy accused the 
committee of Republicans and 
Democrats which reported on 
his vile and abusive language of 
being workers in the Communist 
cause. 

They had dared to say no sena- 
tor could abuse fellow senators 
with foul and character-destroy- 
ing words merely because they 
opposed hirn, and get away with 
it. Had he been so allowed the 
Senate would have effectively 
begun its own destruction. 

We can be thankful for the 
New York Madison Square Gar- 
den show for McCarthy—which 
cast some 12,000 persons in a 
hall holding more than 20,000 
and which revealed a — 
extremist character 0 a 
ence. We can be thankful for 
Senator Fulbright reading his 
mail, for the black-uniformed 
guards with their pistols, and 
for the manhood of the Senate.

Pope Fights 
For His Life 
After Rally 


VATICAN CITY, Friday, Dec. 
3 (P—Pope Pius XII fought stub- 
bornly for his life early today 
after surviving a heart attack and 
rallying from a state of collapse. 

The 78-year-old spiritual leader 


of the world’s 425,000,000 Roman 
Catholics was in grave condition. 
For more than four hours after 
he suffered the heart attack yes- 
terday there were fears at the 
highest Vatican level that he 
would not last through the night. 


Crowds of the faithful gathered 
in St. Peter’s Square to kneel in 
prayer for the Pontiff’s recovery 
and Clemente Cardinal Micara 
Vicar of Rome, issued a call to 
prayer for Catholics throughout 
the world. 


Despite his age and the weak- 
ening effects of a stomach ail- 
ment which has plagued him for 
more than 10 months, the Pope 
staged an amazing rally from a 
state of collapse, recovering all 
the faculties lost during four des- 
perate hours. 

Authoritative Vatican sources 
said the Pontiff never lost con- 
sciousness, but high church offi- 
cials and the Pope’s relatives 
were summoned to the Vatican. 
Rome newspapers reported that 
he had' been given the last rites 
of the church. 

The gastritis which has drained 
the Pope’s strength for months 
was reported early today to be 
acute.

Fight Ends;

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2 — The 
Senate voted overwhelmingly to- 
night to condemn Sen. McCarthy. 

The historic censure proceed- 
ings came to -n end with a vote 
of 67 to 22 to condemn the Re 
publican senator from Wisconsin. 

After the vote the Senate ad- 
journed sine die at 7:10 p.m. 

The vote substantially bridged 
party lines, this justifying the 
hopes of Republican and Demo- 
cratic proponents of censure that 
it would reflect the moral outlook 
of the Senate and the conscience 
of its individual members, rather 
than partisan motives. 


BITTER ATTACKS 


Nevertheless there were some 
bitter attacks upon the Democrats 
by McCart* adherents before 
the vote. 

All Democrats present, 44, vot- 
ed against McCarthy. The Re- 
publicans were evenly divided— 
22 for condemnation and 22 
against. The one independent, 
Sen. Morse (Ore), voted for cen- 
sure. 

In the ultimate action the Sen- 
ate voted to condemn McCarthy 
for contempt of a Senate elec-

Red China was represented at 
the conference by an observer, 
Chang Wen-tien, its ambassador in 
Moscow, who declared his govern- 
ment threw its full support behind 
the eight-nation declaration. 

A communique said the partici- 
pants agreed to meet again, in 
case the Paris accords are rati- 
fied by Western parliaments, to 
take action putting the Commu- 
nists’. mutual security pact into 
effect.

“any change” in Sam’s personali- 
ty. Dr. Sam, he said, was ‘“‘the 
most level-headed and most re- 
strained of all our family and of 
my personal acquaintances. 

“I've never seen him rise in 
anger, never heard him speak in 
a manner which would cause me 
to believe he reacted in a manner 
which would indicate he lost his 
head,’’ Dr. Stephen testified.

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McCarthy Censure 
Is Hollow ‘Victory’ 


Another spectacle generated by Sen. 
Joseph McCarthy of Wisconsin is now his- 
tory. The censure debates have further 
embarrassed the American government 
and the American people and cost up- 
wards of $300,000. How much longer will 
the nation have to put up with it” 

Even though the censure vote was 
convincing, it is to be regretted that the 
Senate shied away from a strong expres- 
sion on the treatment accorded Gen. 
Zwicker. But out of justice to the Sen- 
ate. there was some question about such 
an action under Senate rules. 

The two counts that were voted in- 
volved only abuse of the Senate itself and 
its individual members. In a sense, the 
Senate itself was on trial. It had been 
held up to ridicule and vilification to the 
whole country by one of its members. 

Soft-pedalling the Zwicker count 
means that the Wisconsin senator will be 
free to abuse others in and out of govern- 
ment at will—behind his cloak of con- 
gressional immunity. Sen. McCarthy will 
remain the same, but he probably will be 
more careful of abusing his Senate col- 
leagues in the future. 

The whole dreary business has been 
disgusting in the extreme. It brought the 
whole Fascist fringe, including Gerald L. 
K. Smith, leaping to McCarthy’s defense. 
Even religious and racial bigotry entered 
the scene. 

His colleagues have censured Sen. Mc- 
Carthy but they have not eliminated Mc- 
Carthyism. But at least the country has 
had a better look at his methods and 
more sensible people understand what 
they mean. In time they will reject this 
new brand of totalitarianism as they have 
all others in the past. 


Georgia School Bonds 
Are But Part of Crisis 


There is no discrimination against 
Georgia in the controversies over the 
school authority revenue certificates. 
These bonds are not acceptable by state 
banks in Ohio because of a law which 
eliminates school and hospital bonds as 
recommended investments. Federal Re- 
serve banks in Ohio, or any other state 
may, if they wish, buy up to 10 per cent of 
the issue. Since such bonds are not a 
general obligation of this state, Federal 
Reserve banks properly are limited by 
statute. (The Authority’s so-called bonds 
are in reality revenue certificates since 
they are not a part of the general obli- 
gation of the state.) 

Florida and other states reportedly are 
on the verge of making similar decisions. 
Candor compels the statement the atti- 
tude likely will broaden. 

In New York the investment bank- 
ers, who must market the new issue, are 
showing little interest in offering the 
bonds. State Auditor Thrasher is of the 
opinion that if state officials, preferably 
Gov.-Elect Marvin Griffin and Authority 
Chairman Fred Hand, will go to New 
York and “explain” the bonds, the mar- 
keting houses will renew an interest in 
selling them. As of this writing there is 
no decision for such a journey of ex- 
planation and salesmanship. 


Investment houses and banks accept 
the ratings of tHe long-established and 
recognized rating services, such as Stand- 
ard and Poor and Moody’s Investment 
Service. There is’ not, as of this 
writing, any suggestion by these rating 
services that the bonds are not accepta- 
ble. This lends strength to Auditor 
Thrasher’s viewpoint. There is no dis- 
crimination against Georgia. It is entirely 
a commercial matter. 

What seems to be the matter is that 
the state has admitted, with commenda- 
ble frankness, that it itself does not know 
precisely what its procedure will be in 
the matter of public schools. Investment 
houses, being commercial, have no in- 
terest pro or con in the segregation issue 
but they reportedly prefer other invest- 
ments not clouded by the possibility of 
leasing state buildings, on which banks 
hold bonds, to private individuals. 

The unfortunate and unhappy matter 
of the bonds comes at a time when the 
public schools already are in a crisis 


caused by the tremendous increase in 


enrollment. We taxpayers wistfully ignore 
the fact that the United States continues 
to grow in population and that we are 
inheriting the “war babies” of the 
greatly accelerated birth rate of the war 
period. 

Enrollment in Georgia schools 
ALREADY is at an all-time high level 
of 925,088. Officials had estimated an 
increase of 30,000 over the previous year 
but instead it jumped 61,327. There will 
be even more next year and school costs 
for 1955 will amount to $9,400,000 more 
than the present budget. 

These are facts which must be faced, 
in addition to the problem of selling the 
authority bonds, and the fact that we are 
likely not to face them honestly and fully, 
beclouds our future. 


Hogansville Casts Vote 
In Favor of Fluoridation 


In Hogansville, Troup County, fluori- 
dation of the water supply to protect 
children’s teeth is the people’s choice. 


The vote Wednesday on the issue was 
almost 7 to 1. 

The project had the endorsement of 
the Kiwanis Club, the Lions, the Ameri- 
can Legion and the PTA. 

Those are conservative groups willing 
and eager to invest in what is best for 
the future. That is why they have 
joined 29 other Georgia communities in 
working for and voting for a program 
that will head off toothaches before they 
start hurting.

Knowland Makes Bid 
To Take Over GOP 


Sen. William F. Knowland (Rep- 
Calif) has now made himself clear. His 
break with the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion over the McCarthy censure com- 
pletes the circle. It leaves the President 
without an effective leader for admin- 
istration policies in the Senate. 


Sen. Knowland has made his bid for 
party control with his eye on the 1956 
Republican Convention. He is out to 
capture leadership of the right wing— 
even the extreme right wing of the party, 
a mantle held by the late Sen. Robert 
Taft. This group is predominant in the 


Senate and in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 
The President’s followers, much in 


the minority, will be outvoted and out- 
numbered for the rest of his adminis- 
tration. His moderate and liberal views 
will have little chance unless the Demo- 
cratic majority shares them. 


Sen. Knowland is no Robert Taft. 
Although stubborn and opinionated, the 
late Sen. Taft was enough of a party man 
and possessed enough personal integrity 
not to openly oppose the chosen party 
leader. He was able to compromise party 
differences to present a sort of united 
front. 


But the California senator has now 
abandoned any pretense of unity. He has 
aligned himself definitely with the anti- 
Eisenhower wing of the GOP—the wing 
that never has gotten over its defeat at 
the 1952 convention even though Eisen- 
hower was the only man who could have 
carried the part, to victory. 

Sen. Knowland’s break with the 
President will have far-reaching political 
repercussions and considerable bearing on 
national policies—especially foreign pol- 
icy. It is an open secret that the Cali- 
fornian has presidential ambitions and 
will be out to cop the GOP nomination in 
1956. He is at odds with Vice President 
Nixon and their rivalry will shake the 
country. 


Meanwhile, the split in the Republi- 
can Party grows wider. It will be most 
helpful to the Democrats in their drive to 
recapture the presidency in 1956.

The Wars Called Holy 
Are the Most Dreadful 


French troops in Algeria are bein 
threatened by a rebel force that calls i 
self the Army of God. 

The rebels are nationalists and Mo- 
hammedans. Their aim is independence 
of European control, as is the aim of re- 
belling natives in whatever part of the 
world the old colonial powers hang on to 
their possessions. 

This challenge to French authority in 
North Africa is no isolated incident. It is 
part of a world pattern, one which the 
Communists find most useful and which 
often results in the rebelling people trad- 
ing a fairly benevolent paternalism for 
Moscow’s iron rule. 

Nor are Armies of God anything now 
to European powers. Beginning in the 
seventh century and continuing until the 
end of the 17th, Mohammedan forces 
swept from east to west, and for a time 
threatened to subjugate all Europe. They 
held Spain and laid siege to Vienna. They 
were inspired not only by military gain 
but by the promise of salvation for those 
who were killed fighting the Christians. 

Since World War II the forces of Is- 
lam have been stirring again, and shaking 
loose the grip that Europeans, in their 
turn, have had on their territories. In the 
East, Mid-East and along the Mediterra- 
nean, the sons of Mohammed are feeling 
a new strength and flying the Prophet’s 
banner in new wars that their leaders are 
pleased to call holy.

Author Charges State Asylum Is Misused; 
‘Most Patients Are Wrongfully Confined’ 


Atlanta — Your timely editorial 
concerning the need for a proba- 
tion system in Georgia applies with 
equal force to the State asylum. 
If all inmates who do not require 
confinement were released there 
would be plenty of doctors and 
nurses and money to give the oth- 
ers real care and treatment. 

Milledgeville, the world’s largest 
asylum, is filled with misfits and 
odd ones—unfortunates whose fam- 
ilies do not want them at home. 
There are neurotics, epileptics, 
alcoholics, the senile, those with 
a mild psychosis, and many who 
have recovered, Perhaps ten per 
cent of the inmates receive treat- 
ment; and another ten per cent 
are homicidal. The others—10,000 
of them—are wrongfully confined. 
No person should be imprisoned 
in an asylum unless he is insane 
and homicidal. 

Thé courts, as well as the asy- 
lum, are to blame, A commitment 
hearing—like a 16th century witch 
trial—is a mockery of justice. The 
accused is held incommunicado 
ten days; then taken before the 
Ordinary, an inferior court judge. 
There is no jury and the accused 
has no counsel. Evidence not ad- 
missible in any other kind of trial 
is accepted. After a mock hearing, 
the Ordinary signs an order of 
commitment; and this order car- 
ries a maximum sentence of life. 

This wholesale ‘railroading’ of 
harmless men and women can be 
stopped by a revision of our stat- 
ut@s. We need only give those ac- 


cused of insanity the legal rights 
enjoyed by the criminal; the rights 
guaranteed under the Constitution.

Major Asian Blunders Cited 
As Weakening U.S. Prestige

At the end of the second world war, the United States was the 


hero nation to the newly independent peoples of Asia. 


Our moral 


influence was greater than any other Western nation had ever exerted 
in-India, Pakistan, Ceylon, Nepal, Burma and Indonesia. 


But we are no longer held in such veneration. 


away our moral influence. 


We have frittered 


Speaking more of India than of other 


countries, I say with pain that our government has committed five 


grave blunders. 

First, it removed Chester Bowles 
from office as Ambassador to 
India. This was done for reasons 
of politics which ought not to be 
considered in determining such ap- 
pointments. Mr. Bowles was doing 
a magnificent job in India. 

Second, our government allowed 
the ambassador, officially or un- 
officialy, to speak too often and 
too loud about America leading the 
world, Asian nations were ready 
to go forward with us, but not at 
the price of confessing our leader- 
ship. 

Third, our own government peo- 
ple talked too much about Ameri- 
can military resources, the A-bomb 
and H-bomb, other new weapons, 
building a wall around Russia, 
mass retaliation and so on. 


Our reputation for greatness had 
developed out of the conviction of 
our goodness. Asian people be- 
lieved we would not start wars, 
and if we came into them and 
finished them we did so reluctant- 
ly, but recently we have seemed 
to be very different in our atti- 
tudes. 


Out of the third blunder came 
the fourth, our military pact with 
Pakistan. This agreement is prob- 
ably the most. stupid act in the 
history of American foreign re- 
lations. 


It is extolled in America as pro- 
viding a barrier against Commu- 
nist expansion in Asia. In fact, it 
has done more to strengthen com- 
munism in Asia than anything that 
either Russia or China has done in 
years. It has hurt us in Pakistan 


as well as in India. Actually, it 
has hurt us in every country in 
Asia. In Pakistan it has given the 
Communists a popular issue. 

The fifth major blunder we have 
made is in the manner in which 
we intervened in Indochina. We 
created much questioning of our 
motives when we supplied France 
with planes, ammunition and the 
like, without declaring in unmis- 
takable terms for the independence 
of Indochina. 

Later when our Department of 
State became convinced that fur- 
ther action of some sort was de- 
sirable, Secretary Dulles flew to 
London and then to Paris and con- 
sulted with those two European 
governments, and only with them, 
before issuing his call for a South- 
eastern Asia Treaty, organized on 
the lines of the North Atlantic 
organization. 

Everyone in Asia felt hurt, and 
many grew angry that the Euro- 
pean governments against whom 
they had revolted were consulted, 
but their own governments were 
not. 

One distinguished Indian states- 
man said to me, “In what century 
does John Foster Dulles think we 
are living? Has he never heard 
that Asia has revolted against 
European domination?” 

In fairness it should be said that 
more recently the State Depart- 
ment has come out strongly for 
independence for the people of 
Indochina, but the bad effects of 
the way in which the NATO pro- 
posals were put forward were not 
so easily overcome.

Review of Security 


Seems in Order 


WASHINGTON—It is all to the good that 
President Eisenhower is ordering a thorough ex- 
amination of the federal security program to see 
to weeding genuine security risks out of the government. 


However, 


there is anxiety, inside and outside the government, that innocent 


people have been hurt either by 


unintended miscarriage of justice. 


It seems clear that these aspects 
of the program need consideration: 

1. The . Republicans, eager to 
demonstrate how much more rig- 
orous they are than the previous 
administration, have boasted of 
how many “risks’’ they have fired 
and have listed in their numbers 
some government workers against 
whom no security risk charge has 
been proved (only alleged) and 
others who have resigned without 


we even knowing any adverse infor- 


mation has been attached to their 
names. 


2. One of the sources of strength 
and fairness of the security pro- 
gram is that those who have been 
ruled risks for a variety of reasons 
have been dropped without pub- 
licity. 

But lately some. of the Demo- 
cratic leaders, feeling that the ad- 
ministration has been overclaim- 
ing the number of reported secu- 
rity risks and misstating who hired 
them, have been demanding that

Arouse Speculation 


WASHINGTON—There is a lot of curiosity 
naturally about whether President Eisenhower in- 
tends to seek a second term. This is perhaps 
stronger among politicians, and of both parties, 


overzealous officials or by some 


found politically embarrassing to 
retain. 

On the basis of two years’ ex- 
perience the Administration may 
well discover ways both to tight- 
en, if necessary, and to refine its 
security procedures. It seems to 
me, in the main, a system well 
conceived and painstakingly exe- 
cuted. But some evident flaws 
have developed so that a thorough 
review is in order. 

It is to be hoped that the Ad- 
ministration will promptly publish 
its findings rather than wait to be 
pressed by a needless, divisive, 
partisan wrangle in the early 
months of the new Congress. 

It seems to me that the problem 
of dealing with the problem of in- 
ternal subversion no longer needs 
to be and, in the mind of the pub- 
lic, generally, no longer is a parti- 
san issue. 

The country still may be sub- 
stantially disunited over the value 
of Mr. McCarthy’s kind of anti-

COULD EXPLOIT 


But also if they did censure 
for this, then McCarthy could 
exploit the decision, claiming he 
was being punished for his ef- 
forts to expose Maj. Irving Pe- 
ress, the Army dentist who was 
promoted and honorably dis- 
charged, and who was denounced 
by McCarthy as a “fifth amend- 
ment Communist.” 


The direct test on the Zwicker 
issue was avoided by the substi- 
tution of the amendment to con- 
demn McCarthy for insulting the 
Senate during his censure trial. 


Thus in its final form the res- 
olution of condemnation yas in 
two parts, covering the offenses 
against the elections subcommit- 
tee and its members in the first 
part, and against the Senate in 
the secend. Three test votes were 
all lost by McCarthy before the 
final condemnation. 


MOTION TO TABLE 


First was a motion to table the 
Zwicker proposal, made by Sen. 
Bridges (R-NH), president pro 
tem of the Senate, who assumed 
leadership of the effort to save 
McCarthy yesterday. A motion to 
table, if it had succeeded, would 
have killed the second part of 
the censure resolution and might 
have led to a situation that would 
have prolonged the debate. 


But amid signs that the Zwick- 
er issue would have tough sled- 
ding Sen. Bennett (R- Utah) 
served notice that if Bridges’ 
move were defeated he would 
move to substitute his amend- 
ment for abuse of the Senate for 
Zwicker issue. The significance 
of this was that an amendment 
by substitution would require no 
time out for debate. 


Then the voting proceeded. The 
motion to table was defeated 55 
to 35. Bennett’s motion to sub- 
stitute passed by 64 to 23 and in 
the next vote his amendment was 
adopted by the same tally. 


The final vote placing McCar- 
thy under moral condemnation 
of the Senate came at 5:03 p.m. 


ANTI-CLIMAX 


The moment of decision was 
something -f an anti-climax after 
days of emotional and bitter de- 
bate. It was punctuated by mock- 
ing laughter from the hard core 
of McCarthy’s adherents 


The accused senator was pres- 
ent, but he was not led to the bar 
of the Senate to hear any pun- 
ishment. Instead, Bridges rose 
from the little coterie in the vi- 
cinity of MeCarthy and asked 
Vice President Nixon if thé word 
‘censure’ appeared anywhere in 
the resolution in its final form.

‘A Necessity 
Russell

WASHINGTON, Dec, 2 — After 
remaining silent during earlier 
stages of the McCarthy censure de- 
bate Sen. Richard B, Russell today 
gave the reasons which guided him 
in voting to condemn the Wisconsin 
senator. 


He made this statement to The 
Constitution in explanation of his 
vote: 


“Sen. McCarthy’s course of con- 
duct in charging every person dis- 
agreeing with him as a Communist 
and attacking every agency op- 
posing him placed the Senate in a 
position where it was compelled 
to censure his conduct or sur- 
render the entire Senate to him. 


ONE TACTIC 


“He has one tactic he pursues 
in every instance. That is to charge 
any person disagreeing with him 


with being a Commun:st or Com- 
munist sympathizer. Never has he | 
discussed the merits or demerits 


of the charges brought against 
him. 

“The Senate has seen much 
bitter debate. Name calling is not 
new. But never in the history of 
the Senate has a senator confined 
hiniself solely to a charge of 
‘treason and communism in re- 
ferring to those who disagree with 
him. This is typically true of the 
charges made by McCarthy against 
the Watkins investigating commit- 
tee which brought in the censure 
- recommendations. 


PATRIOTIC MEN 

“The members of that com- 
mittee are as patriotic and as 
much opposed to communism as 
McCarthy or anybody else. For 
these reasons I was compelled to 
support the main burden of the

Duck, although not as prevalent in our state as dove and quail, 
are hunted, eaten and relished. Roast them with or without stuffing 
at 325 to SoU degrees F. 20 minutes per pound. They are usually 
cooked by tricasseeing, braising, broiling (if very young) or roasting. 
The strong gamey taste of some wild ducks may be eliminated by 
adding one teaspoon baking soda and one teaspoon black pepper to 
enough water to cover two medium sized ducks, and then parboiling 
fifteen or twenty minutes. Drain and cook by any recommended
